How to Get a Large Yield and How to 
Avoid Failure. 

[To the Editor of tin* Inierior Journal ] 

J. N. Murphy, of this county, has had 
a large experience in raising corn anil lie 
offers the following suggestions to the 
public on thin subject: 

1. Break roi! land during the winter, in 
January if |M>s*ihle, not less than t itf lit 
inches deep. Stuhhle laud and corn 
land of the preceding year should he 
broken in March ami not Ionic before 
planting. The object of plowing s<>.| 
land early is to expose the grubs and 
worms to the freezes of w inter, by which 
many will perish; besides the sod will 
also lie made more friable by the freez- 
ing. The object of deep plow ing is to 
provides th c'< bed of pulverized earth 
to absorb and retain a large portion of 
the ram in wet weather and all of it 
when rainsaie not • x evasive This with 
t tie air dissolves a large amount of min 
eral matter suitable for plant food, forms 
a wide range for root growth and is the 
liest defense against drouth and excess- 
ive rain-fall. 

2. Just before planting thoroughly 
harrow the ground in the same direction 
it was plowed, so as to avoid bringing to ,
